sides of th® stable. Fresh air Is ad- 
mitted through a central opening in tho 
roof. 

As the dmXt that is created by the 
hooded stack is sufficient to draw the 
bottom air from the stable, fresh air 
must go down through the central 
opening to take Its place, and a change 
of air is a certainty. To prevent the 
Intake from striking the animals to* 
strong a shield is placed under the 
•pening which assists In directing the 
flow of fresh atr along the ceiling. In 
this manner it mixes with the warm 
air that naturally rises in the center 
of the stable, and all is intermingled 
and diffused. 

With a good stable well ventilated 
and good feed Intelligently fed the 
winter care of stock should be profit- 
able as well as pleasant. 

Epidemics have no bad effects on 
such stock, and a visit from the board 
of health has no unpleasant conse- 
quences for the owner.
